WHEREAS the Brentford wlectric (India ) Limited had been engaged in 
the manufacture and production of articles mentioned in the First Sche 
dule to the Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 1951, namely , 
electrical equipments; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of the Brentford 
Electric ( India ) Limited was taken over by the Central Government 
under section 18AA of the Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 
1951 ; 
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AND WHEREAS it is necessary to acquire the undertakings of the Brent 
ford Electric ( India ) Limited to ensure that the interests of the general 
public are served by the continuance, by the undertakings of the Com 
pany , of the manufacture and production of the aforesaid articles, which 
are essential to the needs of the economy of the country ;

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CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Brentford Electric (India ) Limited 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act , 1987, 

(2 ) The provisions of sections 26 and 27 slrall come into force at once 
and the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come 
into force on the 1st day of April , 1986. 
2 . In this Act , unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " Andrew Yule" means the Andıew Yule and Coinpany Limit 
ed , Calcutta , a company formed and registered under the Companies 
Act, 1956 ; 

(b ) "appointed day " means the 1st day of April, 1986 ; 

(c ) " Commissioner " means the Commissioner of Payments 
appointed under section 14 ; 

(d ) " Company" means the. Brentford Electric (India ) Limited , 
a company within the meaning of the Companies Act, 1956 , and 
having its registered office at 8 , Clive Roiv , Calcutta , in the State 
of West Bengal; 

(e) " notification " means a notification published in the Official

CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE CONTPANY 


31. On the appointed day , the undertakings of the Company , and the 
right, title and interest of the Compuy in relation to its undertakings , 
shali, hy virtue of this Act, stand transferred to , and vest in , the Central 
Government . 
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4 . (1) The undertakings of the Company shall be deemed to include 
all assets, rights, lease -holds, powers, authorities and privileges , and all 
property, movable and immovable, including lands, buildings, work 
shops, stores, instruments , machinery and equipment, cash balances, cash 
on hand , cheques , demand draſts, reserve funds, investments, book debts , 
and all other rights and interests in or arising out of, such property as

(5 ) Any licence or other instrument granted to the Company in re 
lation to any undertaking which has vested in the Central Government 
under section 3 at any time before the appointed day and in force inme 
diately before that day shall continue to be in force on and after such day 
in accordance with its tenor in relation to and for the purposes of such 
undertaking , and on and from the date of vesting of such undertaking 
under section 6 , in Andrey Yule , that company shall be deemed to be 
substituted in such licence or other instruments as if such licence or 
other instrument had been granted to Andrew Yule and that company 
shall hold it for the remainder of the period for which the Company 
would have held it under the terms thereof . 

(6 ) If, on the appointed day , any suit, appeal or other proceeding

CHAPTER IV

9. The general superintendence, direction , control and management

11. (1 ) Any person who has, on the appointed day , in his possession 
or under his control, any assets , books, documents or other papers relat 
ing to any undertaking owned by the Company, which have vested in the 
Central Government or in Andrew Yule under this Act and which belong 
to the Company or would have so belonged if the undertakings owned by 
the Company had not vested in the Central Government or Andrew Yule , 
shall be liable to account for the said assets, books, documents and other 
papers to the Central Government or Andrew Yule and shall deliver them 
to the Central Government or Andrew Yule or to such person or persons 
as the Central Government or Andrew Yule may specify in this behalf . 

( 2 ) The Central Government or Andrew Yule may take or cause to 
be taken all necessary steps for securing possession of the undertakings of 
the Company which have vested in the Central Government or Andrew 
Yule under this Act. 

(3 ) The Company shall, within such period as the Central Government 
may allow in this behalf, furnisin to that Government a complete inven 
tory of all its properties and assets, as on the appointed day , pertaining 
to the undertakings which have vested in the Central Government under 
section 3 and for this purpose , the Central Government or Andrew Yule 
shall afford to the Company all l easonable facilities .

CHAPTER V 
PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE EMPLOYCES OF THE COMPANY

relating to the undertakings of the Company ; or 

(e ) wrongfully removes or destroys any property forming part 
of the undertakings of the Company or prefers any claim under this 
Act which he knows or has reasonable cause to believe to be false 

or grossly inaccurate,

two years or with fine which may extend to ten thousand rupees, or .

27 . (1 ) Where an offence under this Act has been committed by a 
company, every person who , at the time the offence was committed 
was in charge of, and was responsible to , the company, for the conduct 
of the business of the company, as well as the company, shall be 
deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punished accordingly : 


Provided that nothing contained in this sub - section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
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committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due 
diligence to prevent the commission of such offence. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - section (1 ) , where 
any offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or conniv 
ance of , or is attributable to any neglect on the part of , any director , 
manager, secretary or other officer of the company , such director, 
manager , secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that 
offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accord 
ingly .

(a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm

28. (1 ) No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against 
the Central Government or any officer of that Government or Andrew 
Yule or other person authorised by that Government or Andrew Yule 
for anything which is in good faith done or intended to be done under 
this Act . 

(2 ) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central 
Government or any officer of that Government or Andrew Yule or other 
person authorised by that Government or Andrew Yule for any damage 
caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good faith done 
or intended to be done under this Act .

29 . (1 ) The Central Government may , by notification , direct tha 
all or any of the powers exercisable by it under this Act, other than the 
powers conferred by this section and sections 30 and 31, may also be 
exercised by such person or persons as may be specified in the notification . 

(2 ) Whenever any delegation of power is made under sub -section 
( 1) , the person to whom such power has been delegated shall act unde 
the direction , control and supervision of the Central Government.

30 . (1 ) The Central Government may , by notification , make rule 
for carrying out the provisions of this Act . 

(2) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters , namely : 

(a ) the time within which , and the manner in which , an inti 
mation referred to in sub -section (3 ) of section 4 shall be given ; 

(b ) the manner in which the moneys in any provident fund or 
other fund , referred to in section 13 shall be dealt with ; 

(c ) any other matter which is required to be, or may be , pres 
cribed , 

(3 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of 
Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of thirty days which 
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may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, 
and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the 
session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the 
rule should not be made , the rule shall thereafter have effect only in 
such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however , 
that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to 
the validity of anything previously done under that rule . 


31 . If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this 
Act, the Central Government may, by order , not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, remove the difficulty :
